Background Think of mid-century masters Charles and Ray 
Eames and chances are an image of their iconic Lounge chair and 
ottoman come to mind. But if you’ve ever seen the couple’s home in 
California or any of their product photo shoots in the Fifties, maybe 
you came over all aflutter remembering this cheeky chap too... 

The Eames House Bird, as it’s known, is not an Eames design, 
but, in fact, Vitra’s replica of a treasured artefact the duo had 
picked up during their travels. Sometimes referred to as American 
folk art, the original avian was a crow decoy used for hunting. But 
for the Eameses, it had a beautiful simple line, so they gave it pride 
of place in their living room and sometimes promo work - it even 
made the cover of the Architectural Review magazine in 1952. 

Coincidentally, the original bird, created in Illinois around 1910, 
was the result of another husband/wife team, Charles and Edna 
Perdew. And although successful in its own right, thanks to Charles 
and Ray, our non-feathered friend has become a highly sought-after 
piece. Now that’s something to tweet about.

LIVING ROOM

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says Jo Berryman. With eight-month-old Romy on her hip and nine-year- old 
Nico due home from school at any moment, she could be talking about 
motherhood, or even the last-minute preparations for her wedding. Which 
is in two days’ time. In Ibiza. And she hasn’t even started packing. But, 
actually, everything is cool in the Berryman-Bergkvist household. 

The excitement the interior designer’s talking about is of the creative 
kind. ‘We all know the feeling of flux that gets ideas whizzing around - it’s 
what excites me,’ she says. ‘In design, there’s a constant tension between 
trying to impose order and just letting things flow.’ It’s a state familiar to 
artists, fashion designers and musicians (of which Jo knows a fair few) and 
one she strives to articulate in her work. ‘I try to find the perfect balance 
between containment and chaos,’ she says, smiling. ‘It’s an interesting law 
to apply- you get different results every time.’ 

When it comes to her clients, Jo often has to encourage them to step 
into the zone: ‘I’ll urge them to be bold, to live vividly and not be afraid of 
colour.’ But on home turf, she lets the balance sway one way, then the 
other, switching around furniture and artwork and introducing fresh 
colours as she sees fit. Livingetc last visited this north London space in 
2009, but the latest redesign sees an altogether deeper alchemy at work. 

When Jo moved into the redbrick townhouse, it had two big benefits: its 
light and location - close to Nico’s father, Coldplay bassist Guy Berryman, 
who Jo hadn’t long split from. It felt like a homely, private oasis. ‘I liked that 
it wasn’t overlooked, with just a beautiful little church hall at the back,’ says 
Jo. ‘Of an afternoon, you could hear the tinkling of piano keys as girls 
practised their ballet steps or the mad clickety-clack of their tap shoes.’ 
Initially, says Jo, ‘I just wanted to get in here, do a decorative overhaul 
and add the glass conservatory. It’s only in the last two years, in light of my 
expanding family, that the time felt right to do more structural work.’ Jo 
collaborated with friend and architect Takero Shimazaki (t-sa.co.uk) to create 
two further extensions at the top and bottom of the house: a loft space and 
a garden room. ‘Now the house has two very contemporary architectural 
insertions at either end, with intriguing Victorian rooms sandwiched 
in-between. It makes for a very beautiful, interesting home,’ she says. 

The south London-based architect helped move the project beyond the 
conventional Victorian ‘up and out’ extensions. ‘Shimazaki understands 
small spaces and how to extract as much potential as possible from quirky 
nooks and crannies,’ explains Jo. As a result, the house abounds in 
surprising ‘pockets, tiers and platforms’, which reveal themselves as you 
progress up to the top. The ground floor has a wood balconied library 
space inserted into a turn in the stairs, while the loft extension room is 
more of a sun deck than spare room. 

‘Shimazaki’s approach worked as a natural counterbalance to my 
propensity towards bolder motifs and colours,’ says Jo, who found herself 
gently drawn towards earthy and elemental touches for this remodel: solid 
fumed oak, eglomise (gilded) glass and gleaming base metals and stone. 
The centrepiece of the kitchen is a monolithic island of golden streaked 
onyx. ‘Not everyone’s go-to surface for a kitchen,’ Jo jokes. 

This gold-standard kitchen actually had a decidedly un-Zen inspiration. 
‘You’ll laugh, but Carmela Soprano was my muse,’ admits Jo. ‘I adore her! 

I reckon if Carmela lived in NW3 - and had taste - this is where she’d be 
cooking pasta al forno .’ 

Colour - Jo’s most constant style companion - is threaded through the 
house. ‘None of us could really exist in a house made up of perfect, white 
glossy surfaces,’ she says. ‘We need colour to add energy and, sometimes, 
even a degree of disorder.’ For Jo, this comes back to the notion of creative 
chaos. ‘It’s similar to the Eastern principle of wabi sabi ,’ she says, ‘because 
there’s true beauty in imperfection.’ 

To prove her point, Jo glances up at the huge photograph in the dining 
room, a vivid vision of a forest, with huge leaves and serpentine branches 
crisscrossed in an organic mishmash. ‘You only have to look at nature to see 
beauty isn’t about bland symmetry,’ she says. ‘It’s about a moment of freedom 
and flow. Capturing the imperfectly beautiful - that’s what I’m aiming for.’

says Alexandra Prigent-Labeis, describing the dining room- 
cum-library in her London home, with shelves lining the walls 
and a table that regularly hosts dinner for 12 . Alexandra and her 
husband Leo are both French, but moved to the UK in 2003. 
‘Having friends for dinner is a typical thing to do in France,’ she 
says. ‘But here, a lot of people ask if we often use the dining room 
and even this whole floor. We do!’ 

The couple may stay true to their French roots when it comes 
to entertaining, but having lived in England for 12 years, they 
love the Georgian style of their home. ‘We like English 
architecture,’ says Alexandra, ‘and the house is very beautiful, 
with lovely features and mouldings.’ Looks can be deceiving, 
though, because despite its period elegance, their home was 
built in 2001 (based on an original Georgian house that stood 
here previously). Inside, generous rooms and four floors provide 
ample space, but posed something of a design challenge too. ‘The

house is much bigger than our last home,’ says Leo. ‘Moving into it as it was 
would have felt like living in an empty castle.’ 

So, how to lose that rattling-around feeling? One trick was to give each 
level a clear identity. The ground floor, with its kitchen-diner and living 
room, is dedicated to family life. ‘We basically live here, when it’s just me, 
Leo and Salome,’ says Alexandra. Above are the grown-up reception 
rooms, including that much-used dining space. ‘There is a slightly more 
sophisticated, French feel here,’ says Leo. The second storey contains 
bedrooms and the couple’s master suite, while the top is reserved for guests. 

With it clear what each floor would offer, the next step was to rejig the 
layout. ‘I got help from someone I have complete faith in,’ says Alexandra. 
‘My sister Marine! ’ An architect in France, Marine nipped over, put in 
12-hour days for a week and created drawings for an improved configuration. 
‘She is really good at rethinking a space,’ says Alexandra. ‘The master 
suite was three tiny rooms originally, but she made it into something 
extraordinary that stretches the whole width of the house.’ 

Surely opening up the space would only accentuate the 
house’s large footprint? Yes, but Alexandra and Leo had another 
trick up their sleeve - embracing the dark side. ‘Everything was 
the colour of whipped cream when we first saw it ! ’ says Alexandra. 
‘The house was exactly what we wanted, but it was a waste to 
have it looking so bland.’ The pair knew deep colours would 
create much-needed character. Now, the master suite is a rich 
blackish-blue, while the dining space rocks a squid-ink shade. ‘It’s 
a super-bright room, with massive windows, so we knew it would 
be incredible,’ says Alexandra. ‘Besides, my take is to design your 
house for the English winter. It’s great to have dark, comfy, warm 
rooms when it’s cold outside. The house looks great in summer 
too, but I had winter conditions in mind when we worked on it! ’ 
Sourcing the right furniture was also vital. ‘We needed stuff 
that gave a cosy feel,’ says Leo. This was a chance to introduce 
some additional French design, including vast, sink-into sofas 
from Caravane and a pair of circular coffee tables, which were, 
Alexandra confides, a bargain from French store Petite Friture. 

They enlisted the help of interior designers Bunny Turner 
and Emma Pocock of Turner Pocock during the six months of 
work, while Marine’s skills kept the budget under control. In 
the kitchen, for example, she restyled simple Ikea units for a 
decidedly upmarket feel. ‘She had new side panels cut, added 
bespoke kickboards and finished everything with beautiful 
mouldings,’ says Alexandra. ‘My sister is a really good cheat!’ 

The house, though, is the real deal and has everything 
Alexandra and Leo need - space for a growing family, room 
to entertain and space to accommodate guests. Alexandra’s 
cousins and their three teenage kids were here recently,’ says 
Leo. ‘The top floor is so self-contained, we joked it would have 
been nice to see them a bit more! ’ 


Best of all, the house is a peaceful sanctuary. These two 
work long hours, Leo in the City and Alexander as a Pilates 
instructor. The house, coupled with their own neat instincts - 
‘We’re very tidy people,’ says Alexandra - helps them to feel 
calm. ‘It feels magical to come home,’ she adds. Each evening 
includes precious time with Salome and once Leo has finished 
his piano lesson or Pilates tuition - ‘It’s compulsory!’ he jokes 
- the couple keep up with French politics show C dans l Air. 

‘It’s not very exotic!’ says Alexandra, laughing. It’s not Downton 
Abbey either. But it is what Alex and Leo do beautifully: 
combining an English home with a French sensibility to create 
a unique version of modern family life.

‘We don’t sit and eat together as much 
as I’d like, mainly because I don’t really 
cook,’ Angie says. ‘But this table has seen 
some great dinners with some fun people. 
As it was so worn, I painted it in the 
colours to match the Jamie Reid print 
[in the living area].’ 

GET THE LOOK The table was sourced 
from Plushpod and the upcycled industrial 
pendant from Cleveland Art, both in LA. The 
Sid Vicious artwork is by John Richmond. 
The reworked image of Diane Arbus's Child 
with Toy Hand Grenade in Central Park,

The decorating bug bit post-divorce from fashion designer 
John Richmond; first with apartments in London, then with 
houses in LA, including a remodelling of the property used in 
the film A Nightmare on Elm Street , following her move to the 
city a decade ago (it was featured in Livingetc, May 2008) . 

Renovating in Angie’s book means ‘ripping everything 
out and thinking about it after’, referring to this former 
three-bedroom house that lacked an en suite for the master 
bedroom and with an outside laundry. ‘The house was pretty 
cute when I bought it and I could have moved straight in, but 
it wasn’t me,’ Angie recalls. Instead she made it into ‘a two-bed, 
two-bathroom house, converted the patio into an office and 
turned the double garage into a one-bedroom guesthouse’. 

The only thing Angie kept was the original Batchelder 
fireplace (named after a leading tile maker during the 
American Arts and Crafts movement). ‘The inspectors said 
the chimney and fireplace needed extensive repairing, but 
it would mean destroying the tiles, so I kept it as is, adding a 
huge support beam for the mantelpiece,’ she says. For the rest 
of the house though, Angie took a more radical approach. 


‘Industrious’ 


is the way legendary model Angie Hill describes her decorating style. ‘It’s 
satisfying making something cheap look amazing with your own hands,’ 
she says. Witness the towel rail in the bathroom re -imagined from Ikea 
kitchen hooks and Angie’s idea of painting a vibrant Union Jack to rescue 
the top of a dining table that had seen better days. It’s the way she makes 
a space seem more personal: ‘Home should be a sanctuary that feels 
immediately comfortable to anyone who comes in, not just me,’ she says. 

Angie rocks a unique look in her LA home, which nestles beneath the 
Hollywood hills. Musical influences are strong - ‘I used to date Bowie. 
They were fun days,’ she says. And I grew up with punk.’ She likes ‘mixing 
the old with new, cheap with expensive, so it doesn’t feel like it’s been 
“done”’. ‘I don’t like anything too perfect,’ Angie explains. ‘It has to feel a 
little destroyed and lived in,’ she adds, pointing out the wear and tear of the 
dining chairs, the by-product of the family’s cats protesting when daughter 
Phoenix brought home a new dog. ‘They’ve scratched every single one 
on exactly the same spots, so it looks intentional. I’ve grown to love them 
- the chairs, not the cats,’ says Angie with a wry smile. 

As one of the world’s most popular cover girls during the Eighties, a 
favourite with photographers such as David Bailey, Gilles Bensimon and 
Ellen von Unwerth, it’s even rumoured her trademark short-cropped, 
bleach-blonde hair inspired the designer Jean Paul Gaultier’s look of his 
own. ‘I couldn’t believe my luck that people wanted to take photos of me 
- 1 was never the popular girl in school,’ she confesses. 


‘I raised the ceilings, changed the footprint, laid 
my favourite wide black American wood 
floorboards, redid the electrics, plumbing, 
doors, windows, everything!’ she says. 

The circular entrance, between the living 
room and office (designed ‘so the rooms can talk 
to each other’) is a favourite touch, inspired by 
something similar she once saw in a movie. ‘The 
builder said it was impossible, because you can’t 
curve metal,’ says Angie. ‘So I looked and looked 
and finally found some flexible edging.’ 

Although born in the US, Angie says her heart 
lies firmly back in London, where she lived and 
worked for 20 years. The minute she moved to 
LA, ‘Eve wanted to return ever since,’ she says. 
‘It’s the only place that feels like home, the place 
where I’ve made the best and most long-lasting 
friendships.’ So Angie soothes her ‘homesickness’ 
with an abundance of Union Jacks and punk 
motifs, which she’s turning into a collection 
of bed linen and throws called Pretty Vacant, 
which launches next year (keep your eye on 
prettyvacant.co.uk for further details). 

There is one thing she admits she’d miss, 
though, and that’s her garden. ‘I like to go out 
and sit on the back patio with a Diet Coke, the 
smell of the hybrid lemon/lime trees so intense, 
the hedges making the garden so private, with 
hummingbirds and butterflies buzzing around,’ 
Angie says. ‘I feel like I’m in my own little world. 
That’s what I love most about being here.’ 
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OFFICE 

‘I needed a study more than a patio/ 
says Angie of this space’s transformation. 
‘Raising the ceilings made it seem bigger 
- it’s more than a foot higher than the 
rest of the house.’ 

GET THE LOOK The custom desk top is 
made of Apple Martini Caesarstone.

run throughout the Madrid apartment of Patricia Bustos 
de la Torre and her husband Nacho Garcia-Altozano, but 
one colour seems to really hit the eyes and that’s pink. 

‘Yes, I’ve always loved pink!’ says Patricia in her beautifully 
accented English, which she speaks very quickly. ‘I love 
what it symbolises - it’s always positive and uplifting, 
which is why I especially love it in interiors.’ 

Splashes of pink run throughout the apartment, where 
lush, elegant furniture jostles with vintage items and 
Patricia’s own inventive pieces. She designs furniture and 
lighting, as well as creating her own paintings, murals and 
art. And she reconfigures vintage pieces too, such as the 
dining room chairs (she upholstered them in Christian 
Lacroix for Designers Guild fabric). But then this space 
isn’t just a home to a family of five, but a showcase for 
Patricia’s interiors company. In a previous life, she worked 
as a fashion designer for Zara before setting up an interiors 
business with associates called Living Pink eight years ago, 
designing restaurants and public spaces. Now, she has just 
launched her own practice, Blossom Studio. 

Patricia and Nacho found the apartment, which they 


rent, three years ago, moving from the outskirts of Madrid to 
the city centre. ‘We wasted a lot of time driving into the city 
every morning,’ says Patricia. ‘We wanted to move to where 
everything is happening.’ They’re now in the Barrio de 
Salamanca area of the capital (known as the Golden Mile, 
which roughly is equivalent to a Spanish Bond Street). ‘But 
it’s good for the children too, because there are parks for 
them,’ Patricia adds. 

What drew her to the apartment was its open-plan design 
and the Parisian style of the interiors - the doors, mouldings 
and fireplaces, plus the light, which streams throughout the 
series of interconnecting main rooms. When she first saw the 
place, it was painted yellow and all the floors were dark brown. 
That changed immediately- she’s clearly not a woman to muck 
about - but as a rented space, there was a limit to what she could 
do. ‘I couldn’t make a big performance of it,’ she says. So she 
knocked down only one wall. Colours and designs were chosen 
to maximise the natural light and Patricia set about adding her 
personality to the space. 

There is a heavy dose of Miami style in the saturated colours and a kitsch 
line of objets and ornaments; it’s no surprise designer Kelly Wears tier is an 
influence. For all that, the space has a distinctly European feel, but still 
some Spanish references, such as the rattan furniture and plants. ‘The 
typical Spanish style with the trend of combining colours and fabrics is a 
little bit too boring for me,’ Patricia says. ‘I’d say I’m more eclectic.’ 

This Spanish apartment is anything but boring, yet it’s sometimes easy 
to forget it’s a family space and that two males live here. Does hubby Nacho 
ever get a say in what she does? ‘I know it’s very feminine, but Nacho 
understands it’s my work. All my friends say “How does your husband live 
here?” But he knows I love to be surrounded by inspiring things. If he lived 
alone, he wouldn’t live like this,’ she says, laughing. He sounds remarkably 
tolerant and Patricia insists they never disagree about the interiors of their 
family home. ‘He is respectful of what I like,’ she adds. 

The children are similarly well trained. They not only accompany 
Patricia on her vintage shopping expeditions at the weekends without a 
grumble, but also understand that some areas of the apartment - those 
white sofas, for example - are off limits. ‘They know that Mummy cares 
about some spaces and they’re gladly respectful,’ says Patricia. ‘They’re 
very proud of Mummy and they enjoy having this “exotic house”.’ They 
have their own areas where they can express themselves, such as a 
‘playground room’, where they can ‘paint the walls, draw and make as 
much mess as they like,’ says Patricia. They are clearly creative, but she’s 
not sure they will follow her into interior design. ‘I say to them all the time 
- the most important thing in life is to find your passion, then follow it.’ 
Which is pretty much exactly what she’s done.

says Nadine Redzepi of her Copenhagen home, which already 
oozes an easy, beautiful aesthetic. ‘It might look calm, but this 
is a very busy house, with three kids and a husband who works 
long hours and has a crazy travelling schedule,’ she continues. 
‘Plus I’m writing a cookbook based on simple recipes, such as 
tacos and roast chicken. As soon as we come up for air, we plan 
to put some time aside to spend fixing up the place a bit more.’ 
But when your husband is Rene Redzepi, uber-chef and 
co-owner of Noma, one of the world’s best restaurants, there’s 
hardly a spare minute to mull over paint colours. For the past 
few months, the family have been living in Sydney, where 
Rene installed a Noma pop-up on the waterfront. Wowing 
locals with dishes that took ten months of research after 
visiting as many regions as possible across the country, it’s 
little wonder sofa choices have had to wait. 

As much as Rene and Nadine are relishing their Aussie 
experience (and feel lucky to be missing the bone-cracking 
cold Danish winter), they’ll be pleased to return to their 
Nordic roots. Not only will Rene be opening a new restaurant 
nearby, but there’s something special about this house that 
inevitably lures them back. ‘We’d previously always rented 
apartments, which seemed rather transient,’ says Nadine. 
‘When we travelled [Rene has worked in France, Spain and 
Japan] , we were never that keen to return. But with this 
house, it feels wonderful to step through the front door,’ she 
says, sighing. ‘We haven’t had that feeling before. It’s lovely.’ 
When the couple bought their home, the same family had 
lived in it for more than three decades and had done little to it 
other than paint everything in white gloss. ‘It was very shiny,’ 
says Nadine, laughing. ‘We had to change it all,’ adds Rene, 

‘but we could see the potential. We’d been looking for a home 
for a long time. We wanted something with history, so when 
we saw all the beams and the original blacksmith’s furnace 
in the kitchen, we knew this was it.’ 

With Rene’s signature menu at Noma boasting 20-odd 
courses, his approach to things could be seen as complex, but 
look a little closer and you see his preferred ingredients - sea 
urchins, wild duck, fjord shrimp - are simple and earthy, but 
concocted in a fabulous way. A similar rule of thumb seems to 
apply to the interior choices at home. A gentle style of clean 
walls, crafted accessories and minimal furniture is displayed 
throughout. Wood is the dominant factor, from the beams 
and floors to the fittings in the kitchen and bathroom. ‘I love 
the way it looks and feels,’ says Rene. ‘The fact it’s a striking, 
natural material makes the rooms seem cosier. I adore 
walking on the floorboards in bare feet.’ 

The same Dinesen HeartOak floor has been used in the 
restaurant too. As a devotee of all things natural, Rene loves 
that the Danish company’s craftsmen work on planks taken 
from local trees that are up to 200 years old, preserving their 
natural cracks and knots. ‘The most beautiful things come 
from nature - that is an important factor in my work as well 
as my home,’ he explains. 

And with their globetrotting lifestyle and frenetic 
workload, it’s crucial to the Redzepi clan that they can take a 
breath behind closed doors. ‘We love having people over for 
dinner and Rene will cook on our wood burner,’ says Nadine. 
‘But more often than not, he comes back tired and simply 
wants to hang out with the children and watch football on TV. 

I almost think it’s unfair to ask him to cook when he’s been 
working in the restaurant, so I love to prepare dinner for him.’ 
So what does one of the world’s most celebrated chefs like 
to eat? ‘His absolute favourite is a big plate of roasted baby 
back pork ribs,’ reveals Nadine. ‘Serve them up and he’s 
a very happy man.’

A LIFE IN DESIGN 


SEBASTIAN MANN 


The designer and architect spells ont his luxe-industrial style, 
how travel broadened his outlook and why home is where the heart is 



ondon-based architect Sebastian Mann, 
co-founder of design agency Minale + 
Mann and founder of its sister furniture 
company The Workshop, takes an 
innovative approach to designing 
high-end residential and commercial 
spaces. With a philosophy that good design should 
be permanent and not follow fashion, he shares his 
secrets for creating the perfect modern interior... 


What first sparked your interest in architecture? 

My first encounter with anything architectural was 
through taking photographs of buildings and people on 
my travels. As a child, my Polaroid camera was always 
to hand. I stuck the photos into albums and every once in 
a while, I’d flick through them - in my teens, I started to 
notice something different in the photos; I saw how 


people were somehow intrinsically connected 
to the buildings and their surroundings. 

How does the interplay of people and spaces 
figure in your designs? 

It’s vital to create spaces that envelope and 
cosset their inhabitants, whether it’s in a private 
room or in an office. In someone’s home, I think 
about intimacy and ways to reflect the owner’s 
personality; in a commercial environment, it’s 
about how people need to interact to get their 
jobs done. 

What tips would you offer someone starting 
a new project? 

Always start at the very top end of the spectrum 
when planning a project and never compromise 
at the beginning; if you hold back at the start, 
you’ll never reach the stars! As a designer, it’s

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my job to innovate and come up with 'outside the box’ 
ideas that make each scheme. 

Are you a neutral kind of guy? 

It’s common practice to use a neutral palette, like a 
gallery with its blank canvas of white walls, to help 
make a piece of furniture, lighting or artwork the focus 
in the room, but I think that’s a bit old hat! I like to mix 
things up - at the moment, I’m playing with concrete 
finishes teamed with natural stones and zinc-framed 
details; sultry backdrops of shimmering velvets with 
moody shades, such as Farrow & Ball’s Black Blue; 
and modern hardware by Buster + Punch [Massimo 
Buster Minale is the other co-founder of the design 
company] in metals like brushed blackened steel, 
smoked bronze and glowing brass. These can give a 
sexy edge to even the simplest cupboards or drawers. 
Do you have a particular design style? 

I’m driven by materials and texture, especially the 
interplay between hard and soft finishes, such as 
hand-stitched quilted leather against a concrete wall, 
or matt and reflective materials working together, like 
solid wood with copper. Most of all, I like to play with 
light and shadow to create atmosphere and mood. 

I design with a refined industrial aesthetic in mind - 
I love the hard-core elements of London, be it the 
skyline of cranes or the majesty of Battersea Power 
Station or the more contemporary twist on industrial 
techniques, such as the Lloyd’s building. 

What’s the best way to find inspiration? 

I took a year out of my studies, taking the path less 
travelled for a young architect. I worked in Kathmandu 
(on community projects, such as schools, clinics and 
orphanages), Siem Reap in Cambodia (on temple 
restoration for the World Monuments Fund) and 
Beijing (on restoration projects inside the Forbidden 
City). It taught me what an invaluable impact 
architecture has on a community - how people 
respond to a space is not just about shelter and 
comfort, it can inspire us into a different state of being. 
Any exciting projects on the drawing board? 

We’re working on a new build designed in a modern 
industrial style, using exposed brickwork and steel 
frames with a metal-clad roof. Recently, I’ve moved 
into furniture design with the launch of The Workshop. 
The inspiration comes from architectural form, 
structure and materials - a good example is my new 
cantilevered Well Hung Table, which connects to a 
wall, resting on a single angular leg at one end, and 
functions as a dining or conference table or desk. 
We’ve also been exploring different patinated metal 
finishes for our furniture and the varying textures you 
can get from the use of copper and zinc. 

How do you spend your downtime? 

I try to switch off from work completely and focus on 
my family. We treat each weekend as ‘the holiday 
weekend’ - which the kids find exciting, if not a little 
confusing. Sometimes, we don’t even leave the house! 
What does home mean to you? 

Home is the world I’ve created with my wife and our 
two young daughters. It’s not a place, a building, or 
even a particular feeling - it’s simply wherever we 
move as a family, that’s home. 

Is there an ultimate dream project still to come? 

I can’t wait to have a garden big enough to design my 
girls a treehouse. This would be a place where we 
would all camp out at night, so it needs to house the 
whole family, with the ability to open the roof and look 
up at the stars. I have a sneaky feeling, though, that 
this particular treehouse will have a concrete floor!

A pared-back palette will reflect rather than absorb light and allow a small space 
to breathe. Sticking to one or two similar tones throughout will make cabinetry 
recede into the background, especially when teamed with light-coloured 
counters. ‘White Corian is excellent for avoiding too many joints and enables 
worktops to run seamlessly up walls as a splashback,’ says Ben Jones, 
Espresso Design’s head of design. A fussy look is the enemy of a serene 
kitchen, so choose simple handles, a flush-fit hob and sink and a built-in cooker 
for a streamlined finish. And, relax...

Aim for appliances that are almost invisible - where possible, 
tuck your oven and cabinets behind sliding or pocket doors.

LIGHTING MATTERS 

• Under-cabinet lighting is crucial for 
illuminating food prep, particularly when your 
kitchen is short on natural light. Dimmable 
options will add atmosphere, or double up as 
handy night lights. 

• 'Consistency between the lights in a 
small room will trick the eye, increasing the 
impression of roominess,’ says Rebecca 
Sharrocks, senior designer at Poliform/Varenna 

• Uplighting the space above your units will 
draw the eye up, offering an overall sense of 
brightness and roominess. 

• Plinth lighting creates drama, particularly 
in a galley kitchen and will reflect well off 

a glass tiled floor. It’s available in all-white or 
coloured options. 

• 'White spotlights work well within glass 
cabinets, where the light bounces around, 
casting shadows and generating a feeling of 
movement and space,’ advises Adam Lockyer, 
kitchens buying lead at B&Q.

‘Avoid combining too many 
materials and textures as that makes things too busy,’ says Rebecca Sharrocks, 
senior designer at Poliform/Varenna. On-trend finishes such as high gloss, 
warm, non-glitzy metallics and 3-D tiles look great, however big the space. And 
do consider more expensive finishes, even in small measures. It’ll be money well 
spent and you won’t need to outlay as much as you would in a larger scheme.

‘lightweight’ and they work well for the latest 
composites and this season’s metal. 

• Take the eye on a journey across the room 
with chevron floor tiles, or deep stripes running 
across the width of the space. 

• A wallpapered ceiling draws the eye upward, 
but keep the design simple and the walls pale 
to avoid it becoming oppressive. 

• Composite stone works well in a small kitchen 
- it’s reflective and comes in a variety of tones 
to complement the colour of your cabinets.

A run of uniform cabinets might be the default option, but can make a small 
room look cramped. ‘Incorporating different heights and depths within the 
design adds visual interest and gives a greater sense of space,’ says Simon 
Richmond, MDof Poggenpohl UK.

A carousel or a pull-out storage unit can easily be installed into an 
existing kitchen and redundant space at the end of your cabinets may work as 
wine storage, or a pull-out larder. ‘Fit a drawer below the plinth, or shelving on 
the back of cabinet doors to stash your saucepan lids,’ says Bernard 
Otulakowski, MD of SieMatic UK. Where drawers are concerned, invest in 
custom features that divide things up more efficiently and make finding things 
in a tight space easier.

Background Hailing from across the Channel, the term parquet (‘little park’) was 
coined by the French when wood planks, and later more decorative designs, were placed 
under a seat of honour to elevate it above the rest of the room. 

Up until the 16th century, the grandest of dwellings favoured marble or stone floors, 
which, although beautiful, were expensive to lay and required strong foundations. While 
simple wood boards were commonplace, it was the introduction of the tongue-and-groove 
joint that enabled the 'little parks' to spread across entire rooms - and the trend really 
caught on in Europe once Louis XIV had them laid throughout the Chateau de Versailles. 

Unlike marquetry, which incorporates other materials and curved lines, parquetry is 
defined by its loyalty to straight lines and the sole use of wood. Squares, rectangles, 
triangles and lozenges are placed into repetitive patterns for a bold impact. Herringbone 
was one of the first designs to emerge and is now the most popular choice for the chic 
modern home. Just make sure you've got your polish at the ready...

Pea and Parmesan souffle

• 1 tablespoon extra- 
virgin olive oil 

• 1 small leek, 
trimmed and 
thinly sliced 

• sea salt an4 freshly 
ground black pepper 

• 180gfrozenpgas, 
thawed 

• 310ml milk 

• 5Qg butter, chopped 

• SOg plain flour 

• butter, extra, 
melted, for brushing 

• 140g finely grated 
Parmesan, plus 
extra, to serve 

• 4 eggs, separated 


• Preheat the oven to 180°C/gas mark 4. Heat the oil in 
a medium saucepan over a medium heat. Add the leek 
and seasoning and cook, stirring, for 5 minutes, or until 
softened. Add the peas and milk, bring to a simmer and 
cook for 2 minutes. Remove from the heat and, using 

a hand-held blender, mix until smooth, then set aside. 

• Melt the butter in a medium saucepan over a medium 
heat. Add the flour and cook, stirring, for 1-2 minutes. 
Reduce the heat and gradually add the pea mixture, 
whisking to combine. Cook, stirring occasionally,

• Divide the souffle mixture between the ramekins. Run 
your finger around the inner edge of each ramekin, y 2 cm 
deep. Place the ramekins on a baking tray and bake for 
25 minutes, or until puffed and golden. Sprinkle with 
the extra Parmesan and serve immediately.

- try realfoods. co. uk), to serve 

• lemon wedges, to serve 
FOR THE PEA AND MINT DIP 
• 300g frozen peas, thawed 

• 60g sour cream 

• 1 tablespoon finely grated lemon rind 

• 125g mint leaves 

• sea salt and freshly ground black pepper 

• To make the pea and mint dip, put 
the peas, cream, lemon rind, mint and 
seasoning in a tall container and, using 
a hand-held blender, mix to a puree. 

Set aside. 

• To make the fritters, place the ricotta, 
mint, flour and seasoning in a large bowl 
and mix to combine. 

• Put the egg whites in a separate large 
bowl and whisk until firm peaks form. In 
three batches, gently fold the egg whites 
into the ricotta mixture. 

• Heat a large non-stick frying pan over 
a medium heat and brush with the oil.

• To make the curry paste, heat a small frying pan over 
a medium heat. Add the coriander seeds and toast, 
shaking the pan frequently for 1 minute, or until 
fragrant. Place in a small food processor with the chilli, 
spring onion, garlic and ginger and blend until roughly 
chopped. Add the fresh coriander, mint, palm sugar,

• lkg pork neck, trimmed 

• 150gmangetout, trimmed and 
shredded 

• lOOg sugar snap peas, trimmed 
•peanut oil, for brushing 

• 1 small cucumber, peeled, seeded 
and sliced 

• 500g purple basil leaves 
• 250g vermicelli rice noodles, cooked 

• baby lemon balm leaves (available

FOR THE LEMON GRASS MARINADE

FOR THE DRESSING 


• To make the marinade, put the lemon grass, garlic, 
ginger, honey, fish sauce and oil in a small food 
processor, blend until smooth and transfer to a large 
bowl.

Spiced lamb, ricotta and pea gozleme 


Serves 8 

• 2 tablespoons extra-virgin olive oil, 
plus extra for brushing 

• 1 onion, finely chopped 

• 2 cloves garlic, crushed 

• 400g lamb mince 

• 2 teaspoons ground cumin 

• 1 teaspoon ground coriander 

• V 2 teaspoon caraway seeds 

• V 2 teaspoon chilli powder 

• 2 teaspoons honey 

• sea salt and freshly ground black pepper 
• 300g fresh or frozen peas, thawed 

• 200g ricotta 

• 140g grated mozzarella 

• a handful of mint leaves 

• 8 small radishes, halved 

• lemon wedges, to serve 


FOR THE DOUGH 

• 1 teaspoon dry yeast 

• V 2 teaspoon caster sugar 

• 180ml lukewarm water 

• 225g plain flour 

• 1 teaspoon sea salt flakes 


• Heat the oil in a large non-stick frying pan over 
a high heat. Add the onion and garlic and cook, 
stirring frequently, for 2-3 minutes, or until 
golden. Add the mince, spices, honey and 
seasoning and cook for 8-10 minutes, or until 
golden and cooked through.

Drain, refresh 
under cold running water and crush with a fork.
